When making up this list, I've tried 
to include as wide a range of creative 
storytelling mediums as possible, limiting 
it by my own personal biases, tastes and 
reading experiences. Another limiting 
factor, as always, was forgetfulness, and 
I'm sure that as soon as this issue goes to 
the printer I'll be screaming "! forgot to 
include 'Such and Such'!" This however, 


comes with the job, and | guess that 
we'll all just have to accept it. 


1) MARION ZIMMER BRADLEY (novelist) 

Bradley is the most recent 
addition to this list, despite her being a 
very accomplished and popular author. 
You see, | only read my first Bradley 
novel a few months ago. 

Bradley is best known for her 
Darkover series of fantasy novels (which 
also have homosexual connotations, |'m 
told), as well as The Mists of Avalon, her 
bestselling Authorian epic. The title 
which caught my eye, however, was 
The Catch Trap, a little known family 
saga revolving around two trapeze 
artists, Tommy and Mario, who just so 
happen to be gay. Bradley shines in 
creating an intriguing atmosphere in this 
book, and displays a real love of the 
circus in the manner in which she 
describes the day-to-day lives of the 
"Flying Santellis", a noted aerialist family. 
Better still, though, are the portraits she 
paints of Tommy and Mario, and the 
manner in which they and _ their 
relationship grow and develop through 
the years the book covers. A wonderful 
story from an unexpected source, and 
highly recommended.

2) RAMANOVSKY AND PHILLIPS 

(singers, songwriters) 

God, | could write an entire 
column on these two, and someday | 
think | will. | have only a dubbed version 
of two of their albums (both available 
from Fresh Fruit Records); Trouble in 
Paradise and | Thought You'd Be Taller, 
but from these cassettes alone a wealth 
of thoughts, feelings, ideas and 
emotions come forth. The gamut ranges 
from humourous (I'm a Wimp) to 
historical (Paint By Numbers, about 
Frances Farmer) to political 
(Homophobia) to tearjerker (He wasn't 
talking to me), to aa little bit of all of 
these (Don't use your Penis for a Brain). 

Until | devote a full column to this 
pair, however, I'l leave with some 
choice lyrics from a few of their songs: 

"l am leaving on a journey, 
striking out alone/My friend has come to 
see me off, and now it's time to go/| 
want to hold him in my arms, tuck my 
head and cry/But with people all 
around, | simply say ‘Good-bye'." 
(People All Around) | 

"| moved to San Francisco, it 
seemed the place to be/But I'm not into 
disco, and bars intimidate me/My only 
can of Crisco is where it's s'posed to 
be/What kind of self-respecting faggot 
am |?" (What kind of self-respecting 
faggot am I?) 

Must've been drunk for us to 
carry on that way/You don't talk like Mr 
Rogers, | don't look like Doris Day/Maybe 
it's the wine and weed that made us act 
so queer/Or maybe homosexuals have 
bottled up this beer." (Must've been 
drunk) 
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3) Oscar Wilde (novelist, playwright) 

So much has been written on this 
man that | couldn't begin to do him 
justice in just a few line. Suffice it to say 
that his books, such as The Picture of 
Dorian Gray and The Importance of 
being Earnest are popular classics to this 
day, and they remain controversial 
enough to be regularly banned in 
England as a result of a clause which 
allows them to prohibit any material that 
might be deemed to- promote 
homosexuality. 


4) HOWARD CRUSE (cartoonist) 

The late '60's and early '70's saw 
the birth of the "underground comix", 
comic books which spat in the faces of 
the staid and conservative 
"establishment". These stories more offen 
than not, showcased any sexual issue 
you want, including homosexuality, and 
from this world came such notables as 
Robert Crumb, Art Spiegelman and 
Howard Cruse. 

Since then, Cruse has developed 
has fairly "cartoony" storytelling style into 
a powerful tool to convey messages 
and to explore life. In his classic story Billy 
Goes Out, Cruse presents such an in 
depth view of the protagonist in both 


story and art that the image of the 
character never quite leaves. When, in a 
later exploration he did on AIDS (Safe 
Sex), G@ man speaks the words "Billy's 
dead.", all the feeling that many of us 
have felt from losing a friend to AIDS 
come flooding back. Such is the power 
of Cruse's simple yet complicated 
storytelling. Many of his short stories have 
been collected in the book Dancin' 
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THAT SCENE

If 
you haven't, get out there and rent the 
video tight now! Rarely has any 
character *—- much less cany gay 
character -- been defined so perfectly 


on film. The movie stars Fierstein as drag 
artist Arnold Beckoff, and is based on 
the Tony-winning play of the same 
name, which itself is a compilation of 
three shorter one-act plays: The 
International Stud, Fugue in a Nursery 
and Widows and Children First!, and 
traces the life of Beckoff as he develops 
from a nurvous dreamer into a satisfied 
and understanding individual. The movie 
has even brought straight friends of mine 
to the point of tears and reduced them 
to hysterical laughter, a tribute to its 


universal appeal.

DICK TRACY —- ORIGINAL SOUNDTRACK (WEA) 


The yellow clad comic. strip 
character created by Chester Gould 
has finally reached the big screen, and 
the soundtrack is available on cassette 
and compact disc (oh yean; it's also 
available on LP for you dinosaurs if you 
can find a place that carries it), 

With an impressive roster of 
musical stars including Erasure, K.D. 
Lang, Jerry Lee Lewis, Tommy Page (the 
New Kids clone), and Ice T; | was 
rubbing my hands in anticipation for this 
one. When | finally placed the CD into 
my player, | was in for a major surprise. 
As with the recently released Madonna 
album (I'm Breathless), all the songs are 
forties tunes with trumpets blaring and 
the Andrews Sisters doing the backing 
vocals. 

K.D. Lang's RIDIN' THE RAIL is one 
of the better songs on the album: an 
interesting blend of style that combines 
the sound of the forties with K.D.'’s own 
unique brand of country music. It's fast 
moving and it's K.D. Lang at her best. 


The title song DICK TRACY by Ice 
T was the major shocker on the album. 
Being familiar with Ice T's sexist, militant, 
rap lyrics (and, yes, | do love them), | 
was surprised and amused by this 
bluesy, forties rap song where Ice T 
almost attempts to swoon the listener. 
There is a modern version of the song at 
the end of the album, which is more 
characteristic of Ice T. 

Erasure's LOOKING GLASS SEA is 
a disappointment, as Andy Bell fails to 
utilize his voice in this soft piano number. 

Tommy Page's BLUE NIGHTS is a 
forgettable, lifeless number by the latest 
heart throb of thirteen year old girls 
world wide. 

IT WAS THE WHISKEY TALKIN' by 
the legendary Jerry Lee Lewis is a 
boring, limp tune, that is until you reach 
the end of the album where the 90's 
version of the same song kicks in with 
Jerry's killer piano playing, and hot, 
aggressive lyrics. 

After a couple of listenings, | 
began to appreciate this album for 
what it is: a collection of forties tunes.

ANDREW RIDGELEY - SON OF ALBERT (CBS) 


After years of pouting over being 
dumped by George Michael, 'Squiggly 
Ridgeley' from Wham is back with his first 
(and hopefully last) solo release. 

SON OF ALBERT is the worst 
collection of wailing vocals and 
agonized screams that I've ever 
suffered. 

CBS obviously neglected fo listen 
to Andrew Ridgeley's demo _ tapes 
before they signed up ‘that other guy 
from Wham’, 

SON OF ALBERT begins with 
Squiggly Ridgeley screming like a 
skewered pig (an attempt at sounding 
sexy), and ending with him whining 
pathetically about a failed romance. 


Tacky song follows tacky song as 
Squiggly brays through such forgettable 
diddies as RED DRESS, FLAME (the worst 
song on the album), MEXICO (an early 
Wham _ rip-off), BIG MACHINE (Neil 
Young before puberty), and BABY JANE. 

And then there's that atrocious 
single SHAKE, which starts with an organ, 
sounding a bit like George Michael's 
FAITH, and then the painful truth is 
quickly revealed when Squiggly begins 
to squeal about his sexuality (whatever 
that may be). 

This album is sad proof that you 
don't need a shred of talent to become 
a star. 

I'll neatly file SON OF ALBERT next 
to Suzanne Vega's DAYS OF OPEN HAND 
in my "Burn At First Opportunity" folder.

CELEBRATE THE NUN —- MEANWHILE (CAPITOL) 


MEANWHILE is an_ impressive 
album with hard, dance beats and 
catchy choruses. Celebrate the Nun's 
style is a successful combination of 
Depeche Mode's dark music with New 
Order's morose vocals and Erasure's high 
energy beat. 

Songs like ORDINARY TOWN (a 
hot dance number), SHE'S A SECRETARY 
(a gal's struggle to the top), MAYBE 
TOMORROW (which sounds a bit like 
early Tears For Fears), MY JEALOUSY (a 
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viscous song of revenge by a (jilted 
lover), and DON'T YOU GO, keep the 
album moving at anon stop pace.

Thoughts from

Have you ever felt like the 
smallest incident will breed a rage 
inside of you? Like when you stub 
your toe and feel like ripping off the 
face of the next person you see, or 
when you spill something and feel 
that you will soon be totally out of 
control (perhaps throwing things). 
Or maybe you've’ experienced 
bursting into tears for no apparent 
reason; or have fantasized about 
crashing into the next car that cuts 
you off. 

All of these experiences may 
be hard to admit but likely have 
touched us all in some form or 
another; at some time or another. 
So what is it all about? Well, it's 
about feelings. 

Being human results in living 
with feelings. Wether we run from 
them, ignore them, hope they'll 
disappear, or just plain endure them, 
they are a fact of life. 

| have noticed that positive 
feelings (happiness, excitement, joy, 
etc.) appear to be of minimal 
concern to most of us. It's the more 
negative emotions (sadness, anger, 
pain, hurt, etc.) that we struggle with 
and generally have the _ worst 
experiences with. So it's those 
negative, gut-wrenching emotions 
that we tend to ignore, avoid and/or

dismiss the most often. As a result, 
it is those same feelings which show 
themselves in our "out of control" 
moments. If you think about it, we 
rarely experience sudden bursts of 
joy or happiness; but many of us 
experience those fiery times when 
the tiniest thing sets off a volcanic-— 
like eruption. Maybe we have these 
moments all figured out and blame it 
on a world that is out to make us 
miserable. Or maybe we figure that 
if someone (a _ partner, parent, 
neighbour, or boss) would stop 
bugging us, we would feel happy 
more of the time. | hate to be the 
one to make this point, but those 
rationalizations are really a smoke 
screen for facing the emotions which 
have built up in inside of us. 

It is possible to live life with 
less misery and more joy. To obtain 
this, we need to acknowledge the 
feelings we have stored up over the 
years. 

If you have experienced the 
kind of emotinal moments described 
here, it is very likely that much 
emotion is stored up inside of you; 
you don't have to be a victim to your 
emotions. You do have a choice.

Our emotions can be 
wonderful friends when we learn how 
to express them in ways which are 
good for us and those around us. 

Few of us have been taught 
how to handle our emotions so it is 
not surprising that so many of us are 
left feeling that, at any moment, 
something may happen which will 
set us off again. 

If you've read this far, you will 
have a sense that this experience is 
common, and not a reflection of any 
serious mental problems. It is a 
product of a world that too often 
ignores emotions, and places little 
importance on teaching us how to 
manage our feelings in healthy ways. 


Making a change and learning 
about emotional expression will take 
some effort and practice; but imagine 
how much lighter you will feel without 
the weight (and pressure) of years of 
stored up emotions. 

If you're interested in learning 
more about constructive ways to 
express your emotions, the following 
books are recommendec as a 
beginning step: Dance of Anger & 
Dance of Intimacy (H. Lerner); If 
You Could Hear What | Cannot 
Say (N. Brandon); Courage to be 
Yourself (Sue Patton Thoele); You 
Can Heal Your Life (L.Hay).
